TROUBLE AT: WUCHOW. 


*“ -BRETISH CONSUL 
ATTACKED. 


Our Shameen correspondent

writes under date of Saturday asi, 


follows > 


Last evening a report came by], 


wireless to Canton of serious 
trouble in Wuchow. Some fric- 
tion appears to have arisen be- 
tween the Constable’ connected 
with the British Consulate and 
some river people in that port 
The resulc was that the mob, 
which included some. soldiers, 
seizent the Constable and tied him 
up, handling him very badly 
meanwhile. 

The news reached the. Con- 
sulate and H.B.M's. Consul, Mr, 
Wyatt-Smith, arrived on the 
scene, only ta receive simi- 
lar treatment from the mob; 
and im addition, he sustained 
a nasty wound io his leg from a 
bayonet. These soldiers are 
always about with fixed bayonats, 
and, it is reported, are quite 
irresponsible persons. 

The Magistrate of the District 
is rumoured to have visited the 
Constlate,and tendered his hum- 
ble apologies. The same evening. 
over thirty of the soldiers were 
arrested in connection with the 
affair. . 

H. M.S. — was dispatched 
from Canton first. thing this 
morning, st ful} speed, to the 
scene of the incident, carrying 
strict instructions as to how 
to act. le 

FORTHER DETAILS.

The soldier-molester thereupon 
returned to the junk and brought 
up other soldiera, about thirty in 
number. oO 

Mr. Wyatt-Smith happened to 
be walking down from his house, 
accompanied by his wife and 
children. The constable called 
him, and the, soldier then seized, 
struck and bound the consnl 
and the constable, and took 
them. to the General's Yamen. 

On receipt of the news, a lieut- 
enant of a British gunboat in port 
and an ‘armed party proceeded 
ta the consulate, where a portion 
of the the party was landed.- The 
Temainder. proceeded to the Gen- 
eral’s Yamen, where they found 
both the Consul and the constable 
had been released. The Consul 
then returned to his house:

LOOKING FOR CREDIT. 

. ' 

‘London, December 9.—The 
German Prees now contains a 
good deal of evidence that 
economic arguments are begin 
ning to play a large part in all 
non-Bolshevist caleulations in 
Germany. It is, indeed, obvions 
that, if a National Assembly ts 
soon elected, and if an agreement 
is reached abont the fnture con- 
stitutional and political atructare, 
the success will largely be due to 
economic fear of any extreme 
Sovialism and to economic ex- 
pectiations aboat the peace. — 

Al moderate reformers seem 
to agree that the Prussian Pre 
sidency of the Empire, and the 
Prussian domination of the Feder- 
st Council, or of whatever body 
is substituted for the Federal 
Council, will disappear. But the 
economic argument points to the 
consolidation of Iarge territorial 
units, and it mey very probably 
be found ‘that, with an eye to 
foreign opinion, even more atten- 
tion will be given—always assnm- 
ing that Germany does not reslly 
collapse—to econoiliiic stability 
than to political stability. 
Ik 3s clearer than ever that 
German economists see the 
whole German future im 
terms of foreign credit. Thus 
Professor Max Weber, in his 
learned articles in the Frank- 
further Zeitung on the constitu- 
tional problem, writes -— 


economic - conditions 
impossible., The 

situation is simply - 
not only our whole process of 
reorganisation, but the simplest 
reconstruction and the mere 
feeding of the people, will for 
years to come require credit. 
They will require foreign credit, 
and, to put it quite plainly, ther 
will require American credit. 
Nobody should be deceived sbout 
the fact of our inevitable 
economic subjection. 

Now, 8 purely _ proletarian 
Government, however good in 
itself, will not gt credit abroad. 
Its methods—the printing 
machine for the manufacture of 
notes, and confiscation—shift the 
barden on ‘to the shoulders of a 
future generation without bring- 
Tig relief, and must lead directly’ 
to economi¢ control by foreign 
| countries.

Many people talk as if tho 
whole femaie population was first 
industrially employed 
August 4, 1914. is is,- of 
course, absurdity. According to 
the census of 1911 there were. 
then nearly 6,000,000 women 
and girls in England and Wales 
working for wagea; more than 
half of the éntire female popula- 
tion between the ages of 15 and 
25 was working industrially; at 
the most-employed age 70 per 
cent. were thus occupied, . 

If Scotland and Ireland are 
added, and ullowance is made for 
the increase of population since 
1911, the number of wage-earning 
women was probably, even before 
the war, 7,000,000. 

The additional number of 
women employed since the war, 
and in consequence of the war, 
is estimated to be about 1,250,000 
—that is to aay, that the 7,000,000 
women industrially employed be- 


. fore the war have grown since to 


8,500,000. This increase does not

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STORIES OF THE NATIONS. | 
HOW ROME SPREAD INTO. 
ASIA 


-Four distinct atid separate 
wars--covering the years from 
213 B.-C. to 146 B. v.—were 
fought by the Romans before they 
subdued the Macedonians and 
the Greeks. And at the same 
time, in several instances, the 
Romans were waging wars 
against the Phoenicians and 
other enemies. This shows with 
what unconquerable determina- 
tion ‘Rome hewed her way. to 
supreme command of the shores 
of the Mediterranean. : 
Macedonia and Greece formed 
easy stepping-stones for the 
Romans to meddle in the affairs 
of Asia, The greatest of the 
Macedonian kingdoms was that 
of the Seleukid kings, which had 
been reduced from the dimensions 
of Alexander's conquests by 
revolts until “it had 


_—_—— 
The Labour party, including the 


‘Trade Unionists, took a jeading 


part in securing political freedom 
for women: and I cannot think 
they will hold out perpetually in 
enforcing again upon them the 
loss of industrial freedom. 

Moreover, it must be remem- 
bered that the presence — of 
womert in industries from which 
they were formerly excluded, is 
by no means the only industrial 
change. which the workers will 
have to take into consideration.

Thus the Romans became really 
masters of all western Asia, al- 
though according to their custom 
they didn’t at once take part of 
the land for themselves. Rome 
strengthened its allies by apport- 
ioning among them the lands the 
Seleukid king gave up. But by 
133 B.C. the Roman people were 
“willed " many lands in Asia and 
the. greater part of these were 
made into a Roman province. 

This was called the.” Province 
of Asia” and was the first 
province that Rome held beyond 
the Aegean. In this way Rome 
extended its sway into Asia, while 
the Roman “rule of, the Med- 
iterranean remained the same. 

Now in all these wars—par- 
ticularly, those with Carthage, 

acedonia and Syria—Rome was 
struggling with enemies on some- 
thing like equal terms. -For all 
were civilised states, and the. 
kings of Macedonia and those in 
Asia had maintained the military 
discipline that bad carried the 
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standards of Philip and Alexander |: 


to triumph. Now came the time 
when Rome turned.from spread. 
ing to the Rast and the South and 
began to give attention to her 
growth toward the West. 

In the West and Romans found 
2 totally diferent civilisation and

The quarterly retarns of ship- 


building, the publication of which {. 


by Lloyd's Register is now re- 
sumed, show that at tho close of 
the quarter ended September 30 
last there were $83 merchant 
-‘Twessels* of 1,746,953 tons grass 
under Construction in the United 
Kingdom. Of these vessels 373, 
representing 1,742,083 tons, were 


_ Construction 
less by about 68,000 tons than 
that in hand at the and of 
the June quarter, and less by 
182,600 tons than that building at 
the end of September of last year. 
It is stated that ferro-concrete 
vessels are not intluded, as 
practically all such vessels now 
under construction are for 
Admiralty account. Of the vessels 
under construction 139 were of 
batween 5,000 and 6,000 tons gross, 
many more of this size of vessel 
being built than of any other ‘spe. 
Next in order were vessels of 
batween 3,000 and 4,000 tons, 
‘of which 44 were being built, 
and 
ships of betweon 2,000 and 3,000 
tons, of which there were 41. 
Only 13 vessels were over 10,000 
tons gross. Of these four 
were less than 12,000 tons, six 
were less than 16,000 tons, one 
was between 15,000 and 20,000, 
and the tonnage of two was 
between 20,000 ard 25,000, tons.
